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Fhe Examiner has required an election of species in the present application. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect the 
specks of Example 1, shown on pages 57-60 of the present specification (i.e., lipase for 
group (a) and the specific pentanoate and specific pentanoie acid for group (b), 
respectively), without traverse. 

Applicants submit that elected Specie (a) corresponds to all of the claims and elected 
Specie (b) corresponds to claims 1-6 and 8-9; whereas the Examiner deems that Specie (a) 
corresponds to claims 2-3 and 11 and Specie (b) corresponds to ait claims. 

The Examiner .further contends/deems that at least claims 1.-2 and 4-10 are generic 
for species (a), and that none of the claims are generic for species (h).
